Promulgated by the President in the Twenty -seventh Year of the 

Republic of India . 
An Ordinance to provide for the acquisition of certain shares of the In 

dian Iron and Steel Company Limited with a view to securing the 
proper management of the affairs of the Company and the conti 
nuity and development of the production of goods which are vital 
to the needs of the country and for mıtters connected therewith 
or incidental thereto . 
WHEREAS the management of the undertaking of the Indian Iron and 
Steel Company Limited was taken over by the Central Government for 

a limited period under the Indian Iron and Steel Company ( Taking Over 
50 of 1972. of Management) Act, 1972. in order to secure the proper management of 

such undertaking; 

AND WHEREAS the top management of the Company was guilty of 
mismanagement of the aflairs of the Company and restoration , after the 
expiry of the limited period aforesaid , of the management of the affairs 
of the Company to such top management would be prejudicial to the 
interests of the Company and to the public interest ;

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AND WIIERTAS investment of a large amount is necessary for the 
maintenance and development of the production of the undertakings of 
the Company ; 

AND WHEREAS acquisition by the Central Government of an effective 
control over the affairs of the Company is necessary to enable it to make 
the investment aforesaid ; 


AND WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied 
that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take 
immediate action ; 


Now , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by clause ( 1) of 
article 123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Ordinance : 


CHAPTER I 


PRELIMINARY 


1 . ( 1) This Ordinance may be called the Indian Iron and Steel 
Company (Acquisition of Shares ) Ordinance, 1976 .

2 . In this Ordinance , unless the context otherwise requires - 


( a ) “ appointed day " means the date on which this Ordinance 
comes into force ; 

(6 ) " bank " means a banking company within the meaning of the 
Banking Regulation Act, 1949 ;

CHAPTER II

3. ( 1) On the appointed day , all the shares of the Company shall, by Transfer 
virtue of this Ordinance, stand transferred to , and vested in , the Central and 
Government free from all trusts, liabilities and incumbrances.

4 . ( 1) For the transfer to, and vesting in , the Central Government, Payment 
under section 3 , of the shares of the Company, there shall be given by of 
the Central Government to the Company, in cash , and in the manner amounts .

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(2 ) The amount, referred to in sub -section ( 1), shall carry simple

5 . ( 1) The Central Government shall, for the purpose of disbursing 
the amounts payable to the Company under section 4 , by notification , 
appoint a Commissioner of Payments . 


( 2 ) The Central Government may appoint such other persons as it 
may think fit to assist the Commissioner and thereupon the Commissioner 
may authorise one or more of such persons also to exercise all or any 
of the powers exercisable by him under this Ordinance and different 
persons may be authorised to exercise different powers . 

( 3 ) Any person authorised by the Commissioner to exercise any of 
the powers exercisable by the Commissioner may exercise those powers 
in the same manner and with the same effect as if they have been 
conferred on that person directly by this Ordinance and not by way of 
authorisation . 


( 4 ) The salaries and allowances of the Commissioner and other persons 
appointed under this section shall be defrayed out of the Consolidated 
Fund of India . 


6 . ( 1) The Central Government shall, within thirty days from the 
specified date , pay , in cash , to the Commissioner, for payment to the 
shareholders of the Company, --

( 3) The interest accruing on the amount standing to the credit of the 
deposit account, referred to in sub -section (2 ), shall ensure to the benefit 
of the shareholders of the Company.

7 . ( 1) Every shareholder, having a claim in relation to any share 
acquired by this Ordinance , shall prefer such claim before the Commis 
sioner within thirty days from the specified date : 

Provided that if the Commissioner is satisfied that the claimant was 
prevented by sufficient cause from preferring the claim within the period 
of thirty days, he may entertain the claim within a further period of 
thirty days and not thereafter. 

(2 ) Every shareholder of a preference share shall have a preferential 
claim with regard to the amount paid by the Central Government to the 
Commissioner .

(2 ) Not less than fourteen days notice of the date so fixed shall be 
given by advertisement in one issue of the daily newspaper in the 
English language and in one issue of such daily newspaper in the 
regional language as the Commissioner may consider suitable, and every 
such notice shall call upon the claimant to file the proof of his claim 
with the Commissioner within the time specified in the advertisement, 


(3 ) Every claimant, who fails to file the proof of his claim within 
the time specified by the Commissioner , shall be excluded from the 
disbursement made by the Commissioner , 


(4 ) The Commissioner shall, after such investigation as may , in his 
opinion , be necessary , and after giving the Company an opportunity 
of refuting the claim and after giving the claimant a reasonable 
opportunity of being heard , in writing , admit or reject the claim in 
whole or in part, 


(5 ) The Commissioner shall have the power to regulate his own 
procedure in all matters arising out of the discharge of his functions, 
including the place or places at which he will hold his sittings and 
shall, for the purpose of making an investigation under this Ordinance, 
have the same powers as are vested in a civil court under the Code of 
Civil Procedure , 1908, while trying a suit, in respect of the following 
matters, namely :

(7 ) A claimant, who is dissatisfied with the decision of the Com 
missioner, may prefer an appeal against the decision to the principal 
civil court of original jurisdiction within the local limits of whose 
jurisdiction the registered office of the Company is situated : 
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Provided that where a person who is a Judge of a High Court is 
appointed to be the Commissioner, such appeal shall lie to the High 
Court at Calcutta , and such appeal shall be heard and disposed of by 
not less than two Judges of that High Court.

10 . ( 1 ) After admitting a claim under this Ordinance, the amount 
due in respect of each share acquired by virtue of this Ordinance shall 
be paid by the C

and paise seventy per equity share to the person or persons to whom 
such sums are due, and , on such payment, the liability of the Central 
Government in respect of the share so acquired shall stand discharged . 

(2 ) The Cominissioner shall also apportion amongst the shareholders , 
the amount paid to him by way of interest under sub - section ( 3 ) of 
section 6, and such apportionment shall be made on the basis of the 
amount due to each shareholder . 

11 . Any money paid to the Commissioner which remains undisbursed 
or unclaimed for a period of three years from the last day on which 
the disbursement was made , shall be transferred by the Commissioner 
to the general revenue account of the Central Government; but a 
claim to any money so transferred may be preferred to the Central 
Government by the person entitled to such payment and shall be dealt 
with as if such transfer had not been made , the order, if any, for pay 
ment of the claim being treated as an order for the refund of revenue.

CHAPTER III

13. The provisions of this Ordinance shall have effect notwithstand 
ing anything inconsistent therewith contained in any law , other than 
this Ordinance , or in any instrument having effect by virtue of any law , 
other than this Ordinance .

(a ) makes any claim for any payment under this Ordinance , 
knowing or having reason to believe that such claim is false or

15. ( 1) Where an offence under this Ordinance has been committed Offences

be deemed to be guilty of the offence and shall be liable to be proceeded 
against and punished accordingly : 


Provided that nothing contained in this sub -section shall render any 
such person liable to any punishment, if he proves that the offence was 
committed without his knowledge or that he had exercised all due 
diligence to prevent the commission of such offence . 


(2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -section ( 1), where 
any offence under this Ordinance has been committed with the con 
sent or connivance of, or is attributable to any neglect on the part of, 
any director, manager , secretary or other officer, such director , manager , 
secretary or other officer shall be deemed to be guilty of that offence 
and shall be liable to be proceeded against and punished accordingly . 


Explanation . For the purposes of this section , - 


(a ) " company " means any body corporate and includes a firm or 
other association of individuals; and 


(6 ) " director " , in relation to a firm , means a partner in the 
firm . 


16. No court shall take cognizance of an offence punishable under Limita

of Parliament, while it is in session , for a total period of thirty days 
which may be comprised in one session or in two or more successive 
sessions , and if, before the expiry of the session immediately following 
the session or the successive sessions aforesaid , both Houses agree in 
making any modification in the rule or both Houses agree that the rule 
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should not be made, the rule shall thereafter have effect only in such 
modified form or be of no effect, as the case may be ; so , however, that 
any such modification or annulment shall be without prejudice to the 
validity of anything previously done under that rule .
